Scores of motorists and prospective automobile owners have called 
on C. W. Roberts, the Hudson dealer, to see the new Hudson '57 
which just re­ 
cently arrived. 
Already a number of orders have been placed for the car and en­ 
thusiasm over this remarkable automobile is at a high pitch. 
The car is the creation of fortv-eight leading engineers, who, working together 
under the direction of Howard E. Coffin-—America’s foremost motor car designer- 
built the com}>osite masterpiece, the first ear built on that idea. 
These engineers 
previously had a hand in building over 200,000 automobiles of 07 well known makes, 
and all this experience is now concentrated in a single car. 


Some of the details of the test trips which were given the car by racing drivers w ere told today by the local 
representative. 
Approxim ately a year ago the car was driven at fast speed from D etroit to the Allegheny 
m ountains, which was its first testing ground.

L ater the car was tested through the sands of Michigan, the gumbo of Missouri, the mud of Illinois, the clay 
of southern Canada and evei> road condition w hich exists rn the U nited S tates. 
The driving was done a t fifty 
to sixty miles an hour. 
Early this spring the car underw ent an extraordinary trial for stam ina, a one thousand 
mile mud test over fearful Michigan roads, which at that time of the year no other vehicles dared tackle. 
The 
conditions can be im agined when it is stated th at the “ 37” ploughed along through the mud shooting mud and 
w ater clear over the fences on both siiies of the roads which it traversed. 
The m ad which is acknowledged to 
Ije the w orst and rockiest in the U nited States is the sixty-m de stretch betw een D etroit, Mich., and Toledo, 
Ohio. 
Over this the “ 37” was hurtled at m ite-a-nnnute speeds in the belief th a t if any test Iwould develop 
trouble, this would. 
The racing driver not only traversed this road once but a dozen tim es in the effort to fol­ 
low his instructions to ' ’break her to pieces if you can. ” 


The total 20,(KH) mile test, the equivalent of 40,00$ miles in the hands of the average owner, or four years 
usage, utterly failed ‘o feaze the new Hudson “ 37” . 
Not a single change from the basic design conceived by 
the for!y-eight engineers working together was necessary. 
For these reasons and because it is a new idea ta
